Selection Process 


Over 50 selection panelists 
G Different selection panel for each art location 
Core group of Executive Committee members served on multiple panels 


Core group augmented by community representative approved by MAC 


First two RFQ calls for artists: New Terminal, Arrivals Roadway and Garage 
Stairwells 


Go Open to professional practicing artists from around the world 


Selection panels exclusively comprised of local cultural leaders, stakeholders, 
arts professionals, and community representatives 


Third RFP call for art: Wall-based art on Concourses A & B 


CG Open to Kansas City-area artists or those with significant ties to the greater Kansas 
City region 


G Selection panel comprised of national arts professionals to ensure objectivity and minimize 
implicit bias as well as expose artists to a broader audience

Over 1900 total applications received 


Over 56 Panelists, representing a diverse group of arts professionals and 
community members have participated in the art selection process. 


28 different artists commissioned for new works 
to become part of the permanent collection at KCI

75% are women or artists of color 


Rollout 3: Wall-based artworks Concourse A&B 
78% are women or artists of color 
53% are artists of color
